RIPORTS OF COMMITTEES,

The Committeo on Stite Affuirs reported on
Senute Bill No. 11, entittled ‘*An Act to regu.
late the ssluries of coonty officers,’” and recom-
mended the passage of the bill.

The
Committee on State Affuirs repoited the bill
back to the Bensate, with the recommendation
that it pass, with several amendments made by
the Committee. After accepting the amend-
ments, the Senate ordered the bill reprinted.

Powning made a report, out of order, recom-
mending the printing of 500 copies of the Adju-
tant.General's repoit. Adopted.

A communicalion from the Secretary of State
relative to the time of the meeting of the Legis-
latare was received, embodied in a resolution
pussed by the Ninth Session, which recom-
meonded the passage of the amendments to the
Copstitotion. The amendments passed.

The Senats joiot resolution endorsing the
treaty with the Chinese Empire was read for
the second time, the rules suspended, and the
resolution adopted.

A committee copsisting of Mersrs. Tuska,
Coffin and Moriarity were introduced from the
Assembly to invits the Senate to proceed to
take seats in the House and vots on joint bal-
lot.
